Gently he taps 
his brakes, easing up before the 
vehicle skids, always maintain- 
ing control with a light foot. 


"Steadily and gradually," is 


the way Paul W. McCracken, 
chairman of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, described the 
anti-inflation attitude. The goal, 
he told a congressional commit- 
tee, "should be -to assure the 
rate of Iriflatfbti declines persis-

Despite intentions, this slow- 


down may not be accomplished 
without a loss of jobs. In his 
first presidential news confer- 
ence, Nixon emphasized it was

McCracken was more reluc- 


tant to make a positive state- 
ment. "I wish I could say we 
can stabilize the price level with 
absolutely no effects on jobs," 
he said.

Senator Wants 
U.S. Hunger 
Eliminated

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Southern senator who admits 
once covering up a hunger prob- 
lem in his state says the federal 
government 
should 
put 
the 


same effort into ending malnu- 
trition that it expended sending 
men to the moon. 


Sen. Ernest F. Hollings, D- 


S.C., 
Tuesday told a Senate 


committee investigating malnu- 
trition that just as the United 
States 10 years ago set out to 
conquer space, the government 
"should set as a national goal 
the elimination of hunger and 
slum conditions in America." 


Last April, a group organized 


by the Citizens''Crusade Against, 
Poverty reported that 16 of 
South Carolina's 46 counties 
were "hunger counties" with se- 
rious nutrition problems. 


Hollings admitted to the select 


committee on nutrition and hu- 
man rights that as governor 
from 1959 to 1963 he and other 
South Carolina officials deliber- 
ately covered up the state's 
problem in an effort to boost its 
industrial development. 


"We didn't want the vice pres- 


ident of the plant in New York 
to know the burdens" of locat- 
ing in South Carolina, he said. 
"We told him only of the oppor- 
tunities. You don't catch indus- 
try with worms— maybe fish, 
but not industry." 


Now, he said, "We should be 


ashamed of this hunger. I know 
as a public official I am late to 
this problem." But "govern- 
ment is the art of the feasible 
and, financially, it is impossible 
for the state to solve this prob- 
lem." 


The 
federal 
government 


"must cut through the bottle- 
necks and coordinate so that 
food reaches the hungry rather 
than giving them scientific stud- 
ies as to why we think they may 
be hungry," he said. "The fed- 
eral red-tape worm should be 
exterminated," 


Noting that 10 years ago the 


federal government set out to 
conquer space and build a na. 
tionwide highway system, Holl- 
ings said the end of hunger and 
slums should be a new national 
priority for the next decade. 


When Sen. Allen Ellender, D- 


La,, tried to pin the blame for 
failure of food programs on lo- 
cal officials, Hollings respond- 
ed: "Pin it there, There's still 
no food," 


"We've got to get more food 


and this committee can do It," 
he declared, 
"We've got to 


bring pressure at every level." 
But he said the state could not 
solve the problems alone.

were hurled at policemen dur- 
ing the latest Incident on the 
campus where the Third World 
Liberation Front has been seek- 
ing improved educational oppor- 
tunities for minorities. 


At Howard several hundreds 


students occupied the law school 
building Tuesday morning seek- 
ing a meeting with the faculty 
to discuss demands. They left 
early today after a U.S. mar- 
shal read a temporary court In- 
junction ordering them out. 


There was no violence but 


protest leaders said their pro- 
test would continue today with a 
boycott of classes. 


Elsewhere there were these

in the gauntlet laid down by the 
major league baseball owners 
may come today. If it does not, 
a strike by the players would 
appear to be certain. 


Marvin Miller, executive di- 


rector of the Players' Associa- 
tion, said he expected to have 
sometime today the result of his 
poll of the players' executive 
committee on whether to accept 
or reject the owners' latest offer 
in the pension dispute. 


Miller has recommended that 


the committee reject the own- 
ers' offer of Monday, increasing 
the players pension package to 
$5.3 million a year, compared to 
the $5,5 million yearly that the 
players want. 


The owners' latest offer came 


after they had rejected Miller';s 
offer to submit the pension dis- 
pute to binding arbitration. 


"The owners still are testing 


the players," Miller said. "They 
have laid down the gauntlet." 


"The next move is up to the 


players," said John Gaherin, 
head of the owners' negotiating 
commitlee. Gaherin pointed out 
the owners' latest offer would 
increase benefits for 10-year 
players from $500 a month to 
$590. The players seek $600, plus 
various improvements in health 
and Insurance benefits. 


Time is of the essence in the- 


dispute since many early train-; 
ing camps already have opened 
in Florida, although only a to- 
ken crew of rookies or non-ros- 
ter players have reported. 


The big name players, who 


lave said they will refuse to re- 
port until the pension squabble 
is settled, have until March 1, 
the official date for holdouts and 
the actual strike deadline. 


Mike Burke, president of the 


New York Yankees, pointed up 
the possibility of no major 
league baseball this season "un- 
less the players become reason- 
able."

A short while later, Air Caval- 


rymen on the ground discovered 
the bodies of 15 North Viet- 
namese killed by the gunshtps.

Air Cavalrymen were 


landed to pursue the enemy. 


A U.S. spokesman said Ameri- 


can bombers and artillery sent 
the North Vietnamese fleeing 
through the jungle, and eventu- 
ally all contact was lost during 
the afternoon. 


Military sources said troops of 


North Vietnam's 5th Division 
are moving through War Zone D 
to Join up with an independent 
regiment and two sapper batta- 
lions for an attack, most likely 
on major allied bases and head- 
quarters just north of Saigon.

Wilkinson 
Considered 
for GOP Job 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


names of Maryland Congress- 
man Rogers C. B. Morton and 
former football coach Charles 
"Bud" Wilkinson were promi- 
nent today In speculation over a 
new Republican national chair- 
man. 


President Nixon, however, ap- 


parently intends to wait until 
returning from his European 
trip early March before •naming 
a replacement for Ray Bliss. 


BUss, who served as national 


chairman for four years, told 
Nixon In a letter released by the 
White House Tuesday that he 
plans to resign by mid-April and 
return to his insurance business 
In Akron, Ohio. 


Morton aides said he remains 


in the dark about whether he 
will be offered the assignment. 
Morton himself declined com- 
ment. 


A Nixon associate who pred- 


icted shortly after the Novem- 
ber election that Bliss was on 
his way out, named Morton and 
Wilkinson, former University of 
Oklahoma football coach and 
now GOP national committee- 
man from that state, as fron- 
trunners. 


This associate said Wilkinson, 


now serving the Nixon adminis- 
tration as an advisor primarily 
on youth affairs, tentatively was 


offered the job at one point but 
the signals were changed. 


"As of now," he said, 'I think 


Morton has the inside track. But 
I wouldn't rule out Wilkinson or 
even somebody else," 


Morton, brother of former Na- 


tional Chairman and former 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton, served 
as Nixon's floor manager at the 
1968 convention. Wilkinson, a 
football expert for ABC televi- 
sion, managed many of Nixon's 
campaign TV appearances. 


Nixon answered Bliss's letter 


with one of his own praising 
Bliss for "a job extraordinarily 
well done." 


.When the national committee 


met here Jan. 17, Nixon sent a 
message saying Bliss' "skill in 
rebuilding our party from its 
low fortunes four years ago to 
its present strength has been 
unmatched In the history of Re- 
publican leadership."

cause hives or the symp- 
toms of hay fever or asthma 
but would not cause joint 
pains. 


Q—Every June, as soon as 


the roses bloom, I start to 
sneeze and my eyes water. 
My mother says that if I 
were allergic 
to roses, I 


would have these symptoms 
any time of the year if I was 
near these flowers. What do 
you think? 


A—If you are> sensitive to; 


roses, you would sneeze any 
time you inhaled rose pol- 
len. 
Your allergy may be 


caused by the pollen of some 
other plant that blooms at 
the same time of year as 
roses. 


Q—My husband, 34, has 


hives. The pills he is taking 
don't help. He quit eating 
eggs and drinking milk but 
that didn't help either. He is 
a printer. Could the ink he 
handles cause his hives? 


A—Yes, especially if his 


hives clears up over the 
weekend when he is away 
from the shop. Your doctor

They also are in 
no hurry to make important 
d e c i s i o n s , so the expert 
player would run off four 
club tricks before deciding 
which red suit would be bet- 
ter to attack.

Optimistic 
scientists—al- 


though by no means all scien- 
tists—hold out the possibility 
that the traditional biblical span 
of human life, 70 years, may be 
increased by another three dec- 
ades. 


This hope meets with popular 


applause, Practically everyone 
seems to harbor a yearning to 
become a centenarian. One won* 
ders why. 


Reaching such an extreme 


age would not appear in itself to 
be a personal victory of great 
virtue and would probably add 
few laurels to the annals of hu* 
manity. 


Productivity is, except for the 


gifted few, largely limited to 
youth and the middle years. 


"The effective, moving, vital- 


izing work of the world is done 
between the ages of 25 and 40," 
once wrote SJr William Csler, 
one of the greatest of modern 
physicians. 


"My second fixed idea is the 


uselessness of men above 60 
years of age, and the incalcula' 
ble benefit it would be in com- 
mercial, political, and in profes- 
sional life, if as a matter of 
course, men stopped work at 
this age." 


Dr. Osier didn't quite practice 


what he preached. Most men 
don't. He worked assiduously 


until he succumbed with rare 
cheerfulness and fortitude at 70 
of a bronchial condition which 
he himself had diagnosed as ter- 
minal. 


When 
one glances 
at 
the 


record of human history, howev- 
er, it is hard to see why many 
should aspire to reach 100. The 
golden years get pretty well tar- 
nished by then. 


Can you recall any person 


who, after his 100th birthday, 
won a war, was elected to the 
presidency, 
became a pope, 


painted a great picture, wrote a 
famous poem, invented a useful 
household gadget, fathered a 
child or even ran away with a 
chorus girl?

record of centenarians is mea- 
ger and bleak.

But, for the most part, their 
only remaining occupation is to 
remember the past aloud and to 
explain how they managed to 
survive so long, punctuating 
their memories with such quaint 
exclamations as "By gum, "I 
vum," and "Dad gum it!" 


Think how dreary the world 


would be if we all managed to 
make it to 100, sitting in our 
blanketicoyered wheel chairs, 
supping on thin soup, and boring
